How Some Famous Author* Sought to 


Advertise Themselves. 


The examples cited by Frnncls Crib 


ble 111 Ills article ou "The Comedy of 
Literary Log Rolling" in the Strand 
Magazine arouse some suspicion as to 
their absolute authenticity, but are 
imusing enough whether true or not 
Bainte-Benve increased the circulation 
of his books by insisting upon fighting 
B duel lu the rain with an umbrella 
over his head. Gerard de Nerval usec 
to be seen in the streets of Paris lead- 
ing a lobster by a string. Mme. Krn- 
dener, the author of "Valerie" and the 
frieud of Alexander I. of Russia, made 
the fortune of her novel by calling al 
all the Paris shops and asking for va 
rious articles of dress "a la Valerie." 
Of Victor Hugo aud of Alexandre Du- 
mas the elder the following stories are 
told: 


Nor was tbe great poet ashamed to 


roll his log even at a funeral. He seized 
the opportunity at the obsequies of 
one of his own sons. It happened that 
on the wny lo tlie cemetery the pro- 
cession passed a traveling menagerie, 
and the lions, for whatever reason, 
stopped roaring just as Victor Hugo 
was iu front of their cage. His com- 
panion, a minor poet named Pelleport, 
drew Ills attention to the fact. "Mas- 
ter," he whispered, "the lions recognize 
you and hush tliclr voices. The king 
of beasts Is silent in the presence of the 
king of men." Victor Hugo bowed and 
turned the matter over in his mind. 
Then, after meditation, he said: "Pelle- 
port, that was a happy thought of 
yours. Couldn't you write something 
about it?" And Pelleport wrote ft son- 
net about it, nud the fame of the mas- 
ter stood on a higher pinnacle than 
ever. 


And finally there was the case of Du- 


mas, of whom It may almost be said 
that his whole life was nn advertise- 
ment. Some one once said of him that 
his vanity was such that he was capa- 
ble of getting up behind his own car- 
riage in order to demonstrate that he 
had a negro footman In his service. 
He certainly did many things almost 
as absurd as that In his restless pur- 
suit of reclame. 
One of his delights 


was to clothe his noble porportious In 
a uniform and to embellish the uni- 
form with decorations to which he was 
not entitled. He even wont so far as 
himself to design the uniform in which 
he fought—or, rather, did not fight, for 
he arrived after the fighting was all 
over—In Garibaldi's aruiy, and 
he 


achieved a tremendous 
advertisement 


by conducting n well known actress to 
a court ball to which she had not been 
Invited. 
lie got another advertise- 


ment b.v allowing himself to be sued 
for nondelivery of a feullleton 
He 


was utterly In the wrong, and lie lost 
his case, but he kei»t the court In roars 
of laughter while he explained his lit- 
erary methods and the nature of the 
distractions which had Interfered with 
the fulfillment of his contract. 
But 


the best of all his advertisement was 
attained when tlie announcement ap- 
peared 
that 
M. Alexandre 
Dumas 


would write the last chapter of a forth- 
coming romance sittingjn n shop win- 
dow, for nil the world to see how It 
was done. 
One can understand that 


thnt soi-t of advertisement would suit 
the authors who lire also Interested In 
the sale of hair restorers. 
They al- 


most owe It to the public to exhibit 
themselves In this wny, killing two 
birds with a slngb stone. But for the 
author of "Monte Crlsto" to do It was 
surely the ne {ilus ultra of the comedy 
of log rolling. 


e -Luscious Grips. 


The grape, whose purple flood man 


for century after century has con- 
verted Into wine, is a Persian by birth.

ANCIENT TRADES 
UNION. 


The Company of Pewterers, Which 


Was Composed of Masters Only. 
Unlike the trades unions of today 


the Coinptiuy of Pewterera of olde 
times was composed of the muster 
only, and disobedience of the rules wa 
punished vlth n vigor far exceedin 
anything of the kind ut the preseu 
day. The laws were made for the pro 
tectton of tlii1 ficncrnl public nud no 
for the workingtnftn alone; consequent 
ly HIP article!* turned out liy n maute 
Ijcwterer und bearing his "touch" ha 
to be up to a Riven standard of excel 
lonce. Before a man could- set up as a 
funster pewterer he WHS oteHged tc 
serve an apprenticeship of about six 
years, after which he had to produce 
his "essay" pieces under certain tes 
conditions, aud only after these pieces 
had been approved by the authorities 
of the craft was he allowed his free 
doni and permitted to register, his prl 
vale "touch" at the company's hal 
and set up as a muster pew tcrer. 


The company was uot content merely 


to pass upon the work of a craftsman 
but came very near regulating the 
minor details of his life. The penalty 
was very heavy for employ lug a helper 
who had not served a regular appren 
vlceshlp, aud any master so daring as 
to employ a foreigner was fined £10 
and all articles made by him were con 
fiscated, the object being to keep the 
trade secrets from spreading.—Circle 
Magazine.

Minutea of the Flret Repreaentatlve 


Aeeembly In America. 


The minutes of the flrst representa- 


tive assembly In America as written 
by Its clerk, John Twine, constitute a. 
quaint and Interesting document They 
are headed: 


"A rcporte of the manner of proceed- 


ing In the general assembly convented 
at James Citty, In Virginia, July 30, 
1019, consisting of the governor, the 
counsel) of estate and two burgesses 
elected out of eache Incorporation and 
plantation, and being dissolved the ith 
of August next ensuing." 


The assembly met In the "quire of 


the churcue." Then, "forasmuehe as 
meu's affaires doe little prosper where 
God's service la neglected, all the bur- 
gesses took their places lu the quire 
till a prayer was said by Mr. Bucke, 
the minister, that It would please God 
to guide and sanctlfle all our proceed- 
ings to his owue glory and the good of 
t&is plantation." 


After the prayer the burgesses were 


summoned one by one to take (lie oath 
to the king, "none staggering at it" 


The assembly at once set to work to 


adopt English laws to Virginian condi- 
tions. It added n series of trade regu- 
lations to restrict the 1'roductkm of to- 
bacco, to keep np prices and to encour- 
age the output of flax, silk and wine.

ing of leaving Holland representative 
government was firmly established in 
the new ivorld.—Exchange.

Old Style European Elevators. 


The old style electors In continental 


hotels are attnched to solid sleel shafts 
which move to nnd fro in hollow cyl- 
inders like pistons. These "lifts" nre 
operated by hydraulic pressure aud, 
though slow, nre absolutely safe They 
nre Intended to carry passengers only 
upward, the presumption being that 
guests can easily descend the stair- 
cases. 
A guest therefore enters the 


car on the ground floor, telling the at- 
tendant which story Is his destination. 
On arrival Ihe oar stops, the doors 
slide open, and an Iron gate also opens, 
giving access to that floor, the several 
movements being automatic. The pas- 
senger closes the Iron gnte, which sig- 
nals the operator below, who reverses 
the movement of the "lift," whereby it 
returns to tbe ground floor. The newer 
hotels have elevators like ours that 
carry passengers both ways with ra- 
pidity.— Travel Magazine

This mates 5.7GO grains In the troy 
pound, as that measure of weight is 
now used in Great Britain today.— Lon- 
don Spectator.

by certain taxes on the South Rea
